Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  the  notified  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  enteric  fever  were  admitted  to 
the  Estcourt  Road  Isolation  Hospital. 
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In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  Great  Yarmouth  shared  in 
the  final  wave  of  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  that  had  swept  over 
the  Country  in  the  years  1918  and  1919. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  and  of  the  Health 
Visitors  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year.  Special 
attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  Food  Inspection  and  the 
working  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Owing  to  the  cholera  and  plague  epidemics  in  the  Near 
East  and  the  Mediterranean  District,  the  arrangements  for 
inspecting  vessels  from  Infected  Ports  whilst  still  in  the  Roads 
were  continued  as  in  previous  years,  but  owing  to  absence  of 
these  diseases  in  the  Baltic,  no  vessel  arrived  from  an  infected 
port. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  was  continued 
during  the  year.  No  Departments  were  temporarily  closed, 
but  78  patients  and  146  contacts  were  temporarily  excluded 
from  School  owing  to  infectious  disease. 

Since  June,  1915,  we  have  been  without  a.n  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (as  a  War  measure)  and  the  whole 
of  the  School  work  has  devolved  upon  me,  in  addition  to 
my  Public  Health  duties,  hence  the  delay  in  compiling  this 
Report. 

Summaries  of  Vital  Statistics,  etc.,  for  the  years  1916,  1917 
and  1918  are  printed  as  appendices  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  District  is  divided  into  two  portions  by  the  Haven  and 
the  River  Bure.  The  portion  lying  to  the  east  of  the  Haven 
and  the  River  Bure  contains  1,3/4  acres,  and  is  very  flat,  only  a 
very  small  part  being  more  than  25  feet  above  sea  level.  It 
comprises  the  old  town,  situated  within  the  area  originally 
enclosed  by  the  town  walls,  and  the  town  outside  the  walls, 
which  has  sprung  up  within  the  last  century.  The  subsoil  in 
the  greater  part  of  the  built-on  area  in  this  district  consists  of 
blow-sand,  clean  and  pure,  outside  the  limits  of  the  old  walls, 
but  polluted  by  over  eight  hundred  years  of  continuous 
occupation  within  the  walls. 

The  portion  of  the  district  to  the  west  of  the  Haven  com¬ 
prising  Gorleston,  Southtown  and  Cobholm,  contains  2,148 
acres.  The  subsoil  is  alluvial,  and  almost  flat  in  the  northern 
half  of  this  district,  but  rises  towards  the  south,  until  at 
Gorleston  the  Ground  is  more  than  50  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
subsoil  in  this  part  consisting  of  glacial  deposit. 

There  is  also  an  outlying  portion  of  the  district  at  Runham 
Vauxhall,  containing  only  44  acres  of  low-lying  alluvial  ground. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Borough,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  was  53,074.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  1,016,  giving  a  Birth 
Rate  of  18.3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
Birth  Rate  for  the  96  Great  Towns  was  19.0 

Ninety-three  births,  being  9.1  percent  of  the  total  number 
Were  registered  as  illegitimate. 
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MORTALITY  IN  1919. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 

was  847.  Of  these  76  were  Non-residents,  and  should  be 
deducted.  In  addition  47  Residents  died  outside  the  Borough, 
and  should  be  added.  This  gives  a  net  total  of  818  and  a  crude 
net  death-rate  of  15.41  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 
Applying  the  Registrar-General’s  figure  of  correction  to  this 
crude  dath-rate  (i.e.  allowing  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  Borough  population  to  make  it  comparable  with  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole),  gives  a  corrected  death-rate  of  13.41 
per  thousand.  This  is  0.39  below  the  corrected  death-rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  0,39  below  that  for  the  96  Great 
Towns  (of  which  Great  Yarmouth  is  one). 

This  Corrected  Death  Rate  is  calculated  according  to  the 
rules  laid  down  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  is  therefore  the 
official  one,  but  as  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  the  post-war 
population  accurately,  it  cannot  be  considered  a  definite  rate. 
It  is  probably  above  the  true  one.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  deaths  from  all  these  diseases  show 
a  marked  decrease,  except  Cancer,  Influenza  and  Respiratory 
diseases.  These  matters  will  be  dealt  with  more  fully  further 
on  under  their  respective  headings.

infantile  death-rate  of  104  per  1,000  births 
registered,  being  0.2  below  the  decennial  average.  Table  IV. 
sets  out  the  Infant  Deaths  from  stated  causes.  As  at  other 
ages  important  diseases  show  a  decrease,  except  in  Influenza 
and  Respiratory  diseases. 

During  the  year  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  worked 
smoothly.  This  Act  provides  that,  in  addition  to  registration, 
notification  has  to  be  sent  in  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
within  36  hours  of  birth.  It  is  still  found  that  a  proportion  of 
births  are  not  notified  owing  to  ignorance  or  misunderstanding 
of  the  Act,  but  very  rarely  it  happens,  if  at  all,  that  the  require¬ 
ments  have  been  wilfully  evaded.  During  the  year,  85  percent, 
of  the  total  live-births  were  thus  notified,  in  addition  to  10 
still-births. 

Twenty-six  of  the  illegitimate  births  were  not  notified. 
With  six  exceptions,  all  the  births  attended  by  midwives  were 
notified. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  paid  3,100  visits  to  the 
homes  of  1,619  infants  (of  whom  1,545  were  living).  Advice  was 
given  on  the  feeding  and  management  of  the  baby,  general 
hygiene  of  the  home  and  general  hygiene  of  the  mother.  The 
Visitors  also  had  leaflets  on  Infant  Feeding,  to  distribute  at 
their  discretion,  but  were  instructed  not  to  rely  on  them,  for  a

Bread  or  biscuit  pap  was  given  from  an  early  age  in  18 
cases  only,  though  this  practice  appears  to  have  been  almost 
universal  amongst  the  poorer  classes  of  Great  Yarmouth  a  few 
years  ago.

These  two  ladies  work  under  the  Health  and  Education 
Committees.  During  the  afternoons  on  five  days  a  week  their 
time  is  fully  occupied  as  a  rule  with  assisting  in  the  routine 
inspection  of  the  children  on  school  premises.  During  the 
mornings  and  on  school  holidays,  and  on  occasional  afternoons 
when  one  of  them  can  be  spared  from  the  schools,  their  work 
consists  ol  Home-visiting.  For  this  purpose  they  attend  every 
morning  at  the  Town  Hall,  to  report  on  the  previous  day’s 
work  and  to  receive  instructions  for  the  day.

There  were  five  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  year, 
i.e.,  41  per  cent,  of  the  decennial  average.  1  his  was  to  be 
expected,  measles  occurring  in  cycles  of  usually  two  years. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  having  also  a  periodicity  (but  a  variable  one), 
was  responsible  for  twelve  deaths  during  the  year,  being  four- 
fifths  of  the  decennial  average.  Of  these  twelve  cases,  three 
occurred  during  the  first  year  of  life  and  eight  between  one  and 
five  years. 

Diarrhcea. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  in  children  under 
one  year  of  age  were  17,  being  3.3  below  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years.  Dryness  favours  the  presence  of  dust  and  flies, 
the  most  marked  factors  (by  contamination  of  food)  in  pro¬ 
ducing  infantile  diarrhoea. 

THE  NOTIFIABLE  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

There  were  one  death  from  Enteric  Fever,  none  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  six  from  Diphtheria,  and  none  from  Small  Pox. 
This  number  is  half  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Commencing  with  1912,  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  became  notifiable.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  were 
60,  being  equal  to  the  decennial  average. 

Tuberculosis  of  other  parts  than  the  lungs  became  notifiable 
from  February,  1913.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  were  19. 
This  total  of  79  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  76  per  cent,  of  the 
decennial  average. 

In  32  cases  the  deaths  from  Consumption  occurred  in 
Public  Institutions,  a  higher  proportion  than  usual.

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OTHER  DISEASES. 

Influenza. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  83,  nearly 
three  times  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years,  owing  to  the 
final  wave  of  the  great  Epidemic  of  1918-19. 

Cancer. 

This  disease  was  responsible  for  7-9  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  in  the  district,  and  for  10.7  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths 
occurring  over  25  years  of  age. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  (124)  was  in8  per 
cent,  of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years.  This  rise  was  no 
do  ubt  due  to  the  after  effects  of  Influenza. 


GENERAL  REVIEW  OF  THE  DEATHS  OCCURRING 

IN  1919. 

The  outstanding  features  are  :  —a  decrease  on  the  ten-yearly 
rates  for  Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  and  Wasting 
Diseases  of  Infants,  and  Violence,  with  an  increase  for  Influenza 
and  Respiratory  Diseases. 

Unfortunately,  statistics  are  valueless  in  relation  to  deaths 
from  either  alcoholism  or  venereal  disease.  In  such  cases  it  is 
customary  for  the  resulting  disease  causing  death  to  be  given  on 
the  certificate,  and  not  the  original  disease,  alcoholism,  syphilis 
or  gonorrhea. 

In  the  same  way  insanity  is  rarely  given  as  a  cause, 
although  no  less  than  24  patients  died  in  Lunatic  Asylums. 


THE  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  table  on  page  29  presents  analysis  of  all  the 
notifications  received  during  1919,  classified  according  to  disease, 
age  and  locality,  with  the  number  of  patients  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Forty-four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  being  40 
per  cent,  of  the  average  number  for  the  past  ten  years.  As  is 
usual  when  the  number  of  cases  is  low,  the  disease  was  of  a  mild 
type. 

In  all  cases,  contacts  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  excluded 
from  school  for  a  fortnight  during  which  period  they  were 
visited  at  least  twice  and  as  many  times  thereafter  as  might  be 
necessary.

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Diphtheria. 

Eighty-six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the 
year,  being  84  per  cent,  of  the  average  number  for  the  previous 
ten  years. 

Most  of  the  cases  nursed  at  home,  and  all  who  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  were  examined  bacteriologically 
to  confirm  the  diagnosis,  and  in  addition  before  discharge  from 
isolation.  No  diphtheria  patient  was  discharged  from  the 
Isolation  Hospital  until  three  successive  swabs  had  shown 
absence  of  diphtheria  bacilli.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  all 
contacts  of  school  age  were  bacteriologically  examined  before 
being  permitted  to  attend  school,  and  adult  contacts  before 
going  to  work  connected  with  food  or  clothing  or  other  special 
circumstances.  For  further  details  on  this  subject  see  page  33.

*This  large  number  was  due  to  the  action  of  a  medical  man 
(since  left  the  town)  who  notified  a  large  number  of  “  tuber¬ 
cular  glands  of  the  neck.”  As  this  disease,  is,  in  my  experience 
rare  in  Great  Yarmouth,  I  very  much  doubt  the  accuracy  of  his 
diagnosis. 

The  Town  Council  has  not  as  yet  instituted  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  but  one  is  now  in 
preparation. 

In  each  case  the  house  was  inspected,  and  dealt  with  if 
necessary  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning, 
etc.,  Act,  1909.  Sputum  flasks  and  disinfectants  are  provided 
by  the  Sanitary  Authority  in  cases  where  the  medical  attendants 
desire  them,  and  disinfection  is  carried  out,  when  permitted, 
upon  death  or  change  of  residence  taking  place,

Eighty  cases  were  notified,  most  of  them  no  doubt 
influenzal.  All  were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Measles. 

Measles  (51)  and  German  Measles  (55)  were  notified  in  106 
cases.  Doctor’s  cases  (88)  were  visited  by  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
other  cases  by  Health  Visitors  who  gave  advice.  There  was  no 
evidence  that  notification,  without  institutional  isolation,  can 
control  the  course  of  an  outbreak. 

Malaria  and  Dysentery. 

Thirty-one  discharged  service  men  were  notified  with 
Malaria  and,  one  with  Dysentery,  all  contracted  on  foreign 
service.

THE  EDUCATION  (ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS) 

ACT  1907. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  requires  to  be  stated  the  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  carrying  out  this  Act. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  School  Medical 
Officer  under  the  Code,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  carries  out 
the  routine  medical  inspections  in  the  Schools  under  the 
supervision  and  authority  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
the  two  Lady  Health  Visitors  give  one  half  of  their  time  to  the 
duties  of  School  Nurse. 
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Sanitary  A  dministration  during  1919. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Hassall) 
shows  the  number  of  inspections  made  by  himself  and  the 
District  Inspectors,  with  the  results  of  the  inspections  and  the 
measures  adopted  for  the  remedy  of  the  defects  discovered. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  FOOD  AND 

DRUGS  ACTS. 

Fifty-six  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  during 
the  year.  Of  this  number,  53  were  samples  of  milk  and  3 
samples  of  baking  powder. 

Of  the  56  samples  of  milk  analysed,  3  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  by  the  addition  of  water  or  by  the  subtraction  of 
a  portion  of  the  natural  cream. 

Two  vendors  of  impoverished  milk  were  prosecuted  and 
convicted,  the  fines  inflicted  being  10 /-  and  costs  in  each  case.

With  the  exception  of  24,  all  the  Dwelling  Houses  in  the 
Borough  are  supplied  from  the  Companies  mains.  Samples  of 
the  public  supply  are  examined  monthly,  both  chemically  and 
bacteriological ly,  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  quarterly  by  Mr. 
Muter  for  the  Town  Council,  and  are  of  uniform  good  quantity. 
The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Ormesby  Broad  and.  the  River 
Bure,  and  after  sand  filtration  is  pumped  into  the  mains. 

There  are  still  twenty-four  wells  remaining  in  the  Borough. 
Many  of  these  are  without  doubt  liable  to  pollution  at  times, 
but  unless  the  sample  for  analysis  happens  to  be  taken  at  one 
of  those  times  they  cannot  be  dealt  with. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  IN  DWELLING 

HOUSES. 

There  are  about  1 6,000  W.C’s,  100*  privies  and  90  ashpits 
in  the  Borough.  Most  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  portable 
covered  galvanised  iron  dust  bins.  The  house  refuse  is  collected 
twice  weekly  from  private  houses  and  daily  during  the  visiting 
season  from  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses.  The  refuse  is 
destroyed  at  the  destructor,  three  steam  waggons  and  ten  carts 
are  employed  for  its  removal. 

*  Eleven,  for  temporary  use  during  the  Fishing  Season. 
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HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

This  matter  has  been  reported  on  in  previous  years.  It 
remains  to  draw  attention  to  the  present  position,  following  on 
and  to  a  great  extent  due  to,  conditions  arising  out  of  the  War. 

Previous  to  the  War  there  was  no  shortage  of  accommo¬ 
dation,  now  the  shortage  is  acute.  In  my  opinion  this  change 
is  due  to  (i)  cessation  of  building,  (2)  war  marriages,  (3)  im¬ 
proved  financial  standing  of  the  workers,  (4)  cessation  of 
repairs  (owing  to  the  high  cost),. resulting  in  the  lowest  class  of 
houses  becoming  dilapidated  and  empty.  I  do  not  attempt  to 
give  these  factors  in  order  of  importance,  but  of  occurrence, 

(1)  Cessation  of  building  occurred  in  1914  and  continued 
until  this  year.  The  first  48  of  the  houses  to  be  built  by  the 
Corporation  are  now  well  advanced,  and  there  are  indications 
that  the  Treasury  subsidy  will  to  some  extent  encourage  private 
builders,  but  there  is  still  a  long  way  to  go,  owing  to  the 
remaining  three  factors. 

(2)  War  marriages  resulted  m  many  engaged  young 
couples  marrying  somewhat  earlier  than  they  would  have 
normally,  and  no  doubt  in  the  marriage  of  others  who  would 
otherwise  have  remained  single  for  some  years  or  permanently. 
As  a  result  there  was  the  sudden  demand,  at  the  cessation  of 
hostilities,  for  suitable  houses.  During  the  War?  the  wife  had 
usually  remained  with  her  parents  or  in  lodgings. 

(3)  The  improved  financial  standing  of  the  workers  very 
rightly  leads  to  a  desire  for  improved  homes,  resulting  in  a 
moving-up  in  the  scale  of  accommodation,  the  better  houses 
filling-up,  with  the  worst  remaining  empty  and  thereby 
becoming  (4)  as  above. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  factor  needing  immediate 
attention  is  the  first  ;  that  is  to  say,  suitable  houses  must  be 
built.  I  go  further,  and  say  that  houses  at  present  in  use  must 
not  be  condemned  in  bulk  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  over¬ 
crowded  areas,  nor  even  individually  except  in  occasional  cases 
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where  they  are  so  dilapidated  that  they  cannot  temporarily  be 
made  reasonably  fit.  The  term  “  reasonably  fit”  being  taken 
to  mean  “  reasonably  fit  having  regard  to  the  present  circum¬ 
stances.” 

As  building  progresses  these  houses  will,  pari  passu ,  become 
empty.  They  will  not,  in  fact,  need  to  be  formally  closed. 
But  there  will  remain  the  over-crowded  areas,  notably  the 
Rows  and  some  other  smaller  districts.  These  will  be  the  next 
to  empty  as  building  progresses,  without  formal  condemnation, 
in  fact  the  process  has  been  steadily  going  on  for  years,  but, 
if  building  is  considerably  expedited ,  a  system  of  clearing  them 
by  instalments  may  be  adopted,  the  displaced  tenants  moving 
directly  into  newly-built  houses  ready  and  waiting  for  them. 
I  am  unable  to  advise  the  condemnation  of  any  of  these  areas 
until  alternative  accommodation  is  in  being. 

The  Row  areas  are  circumscribed  by  main  streets  consist¬ 
ing  of  highly-rated  properties.  These  properties  extend  inwards 
for  varying  and  often  considerable  depths,  also  in  the  areas  are 
trade  premises  of  various  kinds  and  in  considerable  number 
which  could  not  be  well  displaced.  For  these  reasons,  I  regard 
the  Row  sites  as  unsuitable  for  re-housing  purposes,  the  cleared 
spaces  would  be  broken-up,  of  odd  shapes,  and  hemmed  in  ; 
and  would  probably  be  found  more  useful  for  commercial 
purposes. 

I  advise  against  the  building  of  tenement  houses,  either  on 
Row  sites  or  elsewhere,  as  I  regard  them  as  unsuitable  for  the 
upbringing  of  children.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  end 
of  the  year  numbered  twenty-three,  and  one  licensed  slaughter 
house. 

The  usual  supervision  is  exercised  by  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  with  respect  to  food  exposed  for  sale,  or  in  preparation 
for  human  consumption  in  the  Borough,  which  includes  frequent 
inspections  to  slaughter-houses,  butchers’  shops,  fish  and  poultry 
shops,  greengrocers’  and  grocers’  shops,  market  stalls  and  other 
places  where  foods  are  sold,  etc.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
the  various  tradesmen,  and  more  especially  the  butchers  in  the 
Borough,  have  accorded  him  every  facility,  and  readdy  carried 
out  his  instructions  and  advice  with  regard  to  unsound,  unwhole¬ 
some,  or  diseased  food.

DRAIN  TESTING. 

During  the  year  6o8  complaints  have  been  received  from 
householders  and  others,  respecting  the  condition  of  the  drains 
and  sanitary  fittings  of  houses  and  other  premises  ;  an 
examination  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  was  made  in  every 
instance,  and,  if  necessary  the  smoke  test  was  applied  to  the 
drains.  This  resulted  in  the  detection  of  82  defective  drains, 
also  many  other  nuisances.  The  necessary  notices  were  served 
in  the  usual  course,  and  in  every  instance  the  terms  of  the 
notices  were  complied  with.  The  drains  were  also  tested  at 
all  houses  where  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever  or 
Diphtheria  had  occurred. 

The  total  number  of  drain  tests  made  during  the  year  was 
122,  and  the  number  of  defects  found  was  89.  Particulars  as  to 
the  nature  of  these  defects  are  given  in  the  following  table

(i.)  The  whole  of  the  Littoral,  extending  from  the  north,  from 
the  Flood  Gate  at  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Parish 
of  Winterton,  to  the  south  of  League  Hole  in  the  Parish  of 
Corton.

Bilge  Pumping  on  Fishing  Vessels— Bills  were  posted 
and  handbills  were  distributed  on  board  the  fishing  craft  coming 
south  for  the  Autumn  fishing,  drawing  attention  to  the  above 
offence,  and  many  masters  and  engineers  of  vessels  were 
cautioned  personally  by  the  Inspector. 

SICKNESS  IN  THE  PORT. 

The  Norwegian  Motor  Schooner  “  Evy,”  put  into  the  Port, 
the  Captain  and  three  seamen  suffering  from  Influenza 

Six  of  the  crew  of  the  Steam  Drifter  “  Mistletoe  ”  were 
reported  sick  and  removed  to  Hospital. 

One  of  the  crew  of  the  Steam  Drifter  •*  Hawthorne,”  of 
Berwick,  was  removed  to  Hospital  suffering  from  Influenza  and 
and  Pneumonia. 

The  Skipper  of  the  Steam  Drifter  “  Kimberley,”  of  Banff, 
was  removed  to  Hospital  suffering  from  Pneumonia. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACTS. 

Mr.  Spinks  submits  his  Annual  Report  on  the  work  done  by 
him  as  Inspector  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  and  1884, 
and  Shops  Acts,  1912,  1913,  1914,  for  the  Great  Yarmouth 
Urban  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  year  1919. 

“  During  the  year  39  boats  were  inspected,  and  these,  with¬ 
out  exception,  were  found,  to  be  very  clean  and  well  kept,  and 
in  no  case  were  there  females  or  children  permanently  residing 
on  board. 

On  one  boat  the  registration  markings  wrere  not  shown. 
On  one  vessel  there  was  an  insufficient  provision  for  storage  of 
fresh  water.  On  one  boat  the  cabin  roof  required  repairs,  whilst 
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another  required  cleansing  and  re-painting.  Upon  my  acquaint¬ 
ing  the  owners  of  the  craft  of  these  matters,  the  registration 
plates  were  duly  provided  and  affixed,  also  a  water  bottle  was 
provided  and  the  necessary  works  executed.  These  were  the 
only  defects  discovered  by  me  during  this  year,  the  boats  in  my 
district  being  still  excellently  maintained. 

There  has  again  been  no  case  of  sickness  on  board  a  Canal 
Boat  during  the  year. 

REGISTRATION  MATTERS. 

Fifty-eight  boats  have  been  registered  by  this  Authority, 
but  from  enquiries  made,  I  have  ascertained  that  only  thirty  of 
these  boats  are  now  in  use  as  Canal  Boats. 

On  two  boats  inspected,  the  Master  had  not  a  copy  of  the 
Certificates  aboard. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912  and  1914. 

During  the  year  635  inspections  of  shops  and  stores  were 
made  by  me  under  the  above  Acts,  and  many  irregularities,  i.e., 
failing  to  affix  necessary  notices,  etc.,  were  attended  to  on  my 
intervention,  no  prosecutions  being  instituted. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1913. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspections  I  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  that  any  shop  keeper  has  availed  himself  of  the 
special  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1913.  Although  several 
shop-keepers  enquired  as  to  the  details  of  this  Act,  it  is 
apparently  unsuitable  to  local  requirements. 

EXEMPTIONS. 

The  “Holiday  Resort”  exemption  (under  Section  11  of 
the  Act)  was  again  granted  to  the  whole  Borough,  to  operate 
during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  and 
the  exceptions  granted  to  specified  trades  (on  their  application) 
under  Section  4,  Sub-section  4  of  the  Act,  in  order  to  cope  with 
the  extra  business  of  the  Autumn  fishing  season,  remain  in 
operation.”

a  N.B.— -These  rates  have  little  value,  owing  to  the  civil  population 
being  merely  an  estimate,  and  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
being  entirely  unknown. 

There  was  no  further  change  in  the  Staff  during  the  year,  the 
same  five  members  being  still  absent  on  Service. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  97  per  1,000  is  the  lowest  of  which 
I  have  any  record,  war  conditions  thus  appearing  to  have  no  appreciable 
adverse  effect.  This  is  confirmed  by  the  reports  of  the  Health  Visitors, 
who  found  a  marked  general  improvement  in  home  conditions,  and  in 
my  own  experience  as  School  Medical  Officer,  I  found  that  the  children 
had  never  been  better  nourished  and  clothed  during  my  nine  years’ 
experience, 
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The  Health  Visitors,  in  connection  with  Infantile  and  Child 
Welfare,  paid  a  total  of  4,285  home  visits  during  the  year.  The  total 
number  of  infants  visited  was  1,560. 

The  percentage  of  Births  attended  by  Medical  Men  was  72.4  and 
by  Midwives  27.6. 

The  principal  causes  of  Deaths  showed  no  unusual  features,  the 
chief  points  of  interest  being  an  increase  in  Measles  (see  below),  a  slight 
increase  in  Whooping  Cough,  a  marked  decrease  in  Diarrhoeal  Diseases, 
and  in  the  Wasting  Diseases  of  Infants. 

The  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  as  follows 
Scarlet  Fever,  52  ;  Enteric  Fever,  24  ;  Diphtheria,  92  ;  Erysipelas,  35  ; 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  16  ;  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  74  ;  other 
Tuberculous  Diseases,  22  ;  Measles,  1389  ;  and  German  Measles,  24. 

Measles  and  German  Measles  became  compulsorily  notifiable  in 
January,  1916,  which  happened  to  coincide  with  the  incidence  of  our  local 
triennial  outbreak.  During  the  three  months  the  outbreak  continued, 
the  method  of  attempting  to  control  it  by  school  class  closure,  on  the 
occurrence  of  the  first  case  in  the  class,  was  given  a  thorough  trial. 
This  method  appeared  to  have  no  permanent  effect  and  I  am  unable  to 
recommend  it  for  further  trial.  The  individual  method  (notification, 
visitation  at  home,  exclusion  from  school  for  a  definite  period)  was  also 
adopted  throughout  and  continues  in  operation.  It  is  to  this  visitation 
at  home  that  I  attribute  to  some  extent  the  low  mortality  of  17  out  of 

‘.7 

1389  cases. 

The  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  were  as  follows  : — -Scarlet  Fever,  46  ;  Enteric  Group,  24  ; 
Diphtheria,  84.  Total  154. 

Little  difficulty  arose  during  the  year  in  dealing  with  conditions 
arising  from  the  Naval  and  Military  situation,  and  no  matter  worthy  of 
special  mention  occurred. 

Cases  of  Sickness  in  the  Port  were  four  only— Rheumatism^ 
Heart  Disease,  Bronchitis  and  Influenza.

There  was  an  additional  change  in  the  Staff  during  the  year, 
another  member  having  joined  H.M.  Forces,  making  six  in  all. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  83  per  1000  is  1 1  lower  than  in 
1916,  which  was  then  the  lowest  of  which  I  have  any  record.  This 
continued  decrease  in  the  face  of  war  conditions  is  highly  satisfactory, 
and  bears  out  the  experience  of  1916  that  home  conditions  and  child 
welfare  have  never,  on  the  whole,  been  in  such  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  Health  Visitors,  in  connection  with  Infant  and  Child  welfare 
paid  a  total  of  4,060  home  visits  during  the  year.

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  was  the  two  epidemics  of  In¬ 
fluenza  (in  July  and  October)  and  consequent  increased  death  rate.  Owing 
to  the  shortage  of  Nurses,  little  could  be  done  beyond  distribution  of  pam¬ 
phlets  giving  advice.  School  closure  was  tried  in  the  second  epidemic, 
together  with  the  shutting  of  cinemas  to  children,  but  there  was  no 
evidence  that  these  measures  had  any  effect.  The  Local  Authority 
relaxed  the  Public  Health  (Influenza)  Regulations  to  the  extent  of 

allowing  an  extra  half-hour  for  the  entertainment  (in  places  of  public

entertainment)  on  conditions  that  one  hour  (instead  of  half  an  hour) 
was  allowed  for  ventilation  between  sessions.
